ou Sunday night, October 8, 1871, a lire commencedin a small frame barn on De Koven street,

in mo West Division of the city of Chicago, which
spread with great rapidity In a northwesterly directionto the South Division, 'and (ruin thcuce to the
norm side of the Chicago River. It was blowing a
gale, and no human eiiorts could have arrested Die
progiess of the Haines lu the direction of uio
wind. Hy three and one-hall o'clock on the
aiternoon of the 9th Inst, the principal part of the
bu.vincHs portion oi the city, together with nearly
all thai portion situated upon the north side of the
Chicago lover, was in ashes; frotn four to fonr and
one-null square nn.es or the most valuable and
densely populated portion oi the city was in rums,
and at least oue Hundred thousand inhabitants leit
houseless, and so rapid linn been the progress of the
names that comparatively little clothing or house,
nolo property was saved. 'Hie building in wnicli
the headquarters or this tmimiry division was situatedwas destroyed about two o'clock on the morningoi the mu lust., consuming nil our records and

dames, and but oue house was left standing betweenthe lake and La Salle street as far nortb as
Fulierton avenue.
TDK CONDITION OK TUB CITY ON MONDAY EVENING,
the (ub Inst., wan pitiable. From two thousand
to two thousand live hundred acres of buildings
lay smouldering In their ruins, and nearly one
hundred thousand inhabitants were without foou
or shelter, the Hre Department exhausted from Its
incessant labor-, some ot its engines burned and
others disabled. The police force was also very
much exhausted by labor umi loss ol sleep, aiauv
01 the laiiuiles of its members burned out umi rcuuiinig the services 61 their natural protectors; t.lio
gaslights were extinguished in iwo-tbirds ol tho
citv, owing to the destructionoi the gas works, and
a toml lailure uf Hie water supplies existed, owing
to tne burning ot the water works buildings, which
damaged their engines to such an extent that they
were unserviceable. The condition of tho public
mind resembled that or a panic stricken army, the
wildest and most improbable rumors ot arson and
robbery prevailed, uud the greatest apprehensions
were indulged in of another conflagration, together
witii riotous demonstrations. nniy realizing th«
condition 01 the ciiv, numbers of the liitiaiiiiuuts
called oa uie lor am and protection, winch 1 felt
willing 10 assist in giving eo lar as 1 could wuh my
little loroe oi officers and orderlies. Seeing, however,hum troops would in all probability be needed,
lor lUerr good effect m quieting ihe upprehcusroua
or the peopie, U for no other cause, and defiling
to nave the approbation ol the city government
be,oio moving m tito matter, I called upon the
Ida., or, llun. u. U. Mason, and suggested that lu my
opinion it would be wise to nave a lew soldiers in
tne city, to aid in the protection of treasure and
property until public confluence could tie again restored.litis suggestion was at ouce approved and
the tollowmg telegrams were sent to Omaha, Nebraska,ami tort Leavenworth, Kansas:.

Later in tne nay, October 10, numbers of the leadingcitizens called upon uie and urged ine to assumemilitary control of the city, us they thought

that tho condition of affairs was such that nothing
but prompt action on my part oouid save the balanceof tne city, restore continence and maintain
order. Among others who came to see me was the
late Colonel Thomas W. Grosvenor, who very
strongly urged this course and said tnat the people
would force me to assume control of affairs wuctner
I desired to do so or not. Realizing, However, that
His Honor the Mayor was doing all that lay In his
power with the partially disorganized and wurnoutforco at Ins disposal, I felt that my duty was to
assist him Co tho utmost, and, furthermore, it was
my earnest desire that tue civil authorities should, If
possible, bring tbe city through lis troubles, with
such aid as tho army could give. I accordingly refusedto take any actlou looking towards a militarycontrol of tho city.
During the evening the excitement grew apace.

Certain persons commenced beating drums aud
calling (he citizens together for organization undertheMayor's printed notice (us they claimed), and
tlie most absurd rumors or Incenoiai ism, robberies,
murders aud lynching prevailed. 1 di I everything
that lay In my power to allay the excitement by
ridiculing tho minute men and denying the various
reports, but found to my astonishment that some of
our best citizens credited tne most startling rumors,
though I was utterly unable to lind a single individualwho had seen in person uuy or tue alleged
outrages.
During the night citizen patrols prevailed

throughout the whole city, neighborhood orgaulza(Honshaving been effected during the afternoon tor
that uurpose. lhe wind still blew strougly from tbe
southwest aud created constant alarm among the
In n it nrmi ts o'l the south and West Sides onlnz lo
Incipient tiros null false alarms of tiro, but at tlio
saint- time fortunately drove tlio names from tlio
burning coal neaps across tlie burned district,
where luere was nothing to ignite.
